WRITES ON SAD CASE 


Contrasts Premier’s Freeing of 
Assassin With Massa- 
chusetts Justice.

ROME, Aug. 24.—Rome’'s two 


morning papers, Messaggero and 
Popolo D'Italia. devote their front 
pages today exclusively to the exe- 
cution of ‘Sacco and Vanzetti. 
Arnaldo Mussolini, brother of the 
Premier, writing in Popolo D'Italia, 
condemns the terroristic attempts 
at intimidation of the American 
authorities. but remarks that the 
protesters included important per- 
sonages whose pleas were inspired 


by passionate_desire for justice, 

“Two worlds find themselves face 
to face,” he writes. “How differ- 
ent was the fate of the foreign 
woman, mentally deranged but 
criminal (the Honorable’ Violet Al- 
vina Gibson) who wounded our 
Premier! <A prodigal gesture per- 
mitted her to leave the country. 
Two worlds and two methods! 
While Americans are hastening to 
throw the last sod of earth over 
the victims and going on vacations, 
Italy maintains her dignified re- 
serve, full of pride.” 

Giornale D’Italia says: “The ex- 
ecution proves that the free demo- 
cratic republic of the United States 
punishes by death in the electric 
chair political crimes, not hesitat- 
ing to carry out its sentences even 
against the protest of the entire 
civilized world and even in the 
presenec of doubt about the truth 
of the accusations and the respon- 
sibility of the condemned men.” 

Tribuna says: “What is most 
important is that this tragedy has 
been possible in a country governed 
by a so-called liberal and demo- 
cratic system, despite long agita- 
tion in the name of liberty and 
democracy. Democratic and liberal 
in theory the United States desired 
to show that In practice it does not 
admit other laws than its own, not 
even the law of humanity.”

u country. They care clubs in- 
tended to check the pace at which 
youth is careening along. The 
members are youths, the boys and 
girls, themselves. 

It is a healthful sign when youth 
sees the error of some of its ways 
and makes the effort to. correct 
them. More effective, certainly, 
than any amount of preaching on 
the part of elders or criticism from 
the sidelines. 

We have had some discussions 
by letter writers on the subject of 
“flaming youth.” Young men and 
girls have written deploring cer- 
tain objectionable practices, such 
as petting, flask carrying. joy rid- 
ing, wild parties, ooning in 
parked automobiles, vamping 
sheiking—there is a long catalogue 
of terms, many of them newly 
coined to fit. new manifestations 
of flaming youth. 

Many have written, “I do not do 
these things and I do not asgociate 
with those who do” And us- 
ually the writer adds, “I am very 
unpopular as a result.” But I 
haven’t heard of any positive ef- 
fort being made in St. Louis, either 
singly or concertedly to offset the 
tendencies deplored. It remained 
for Belleville to show us the way. 

Belleville organized a “Slow 
Club” the other evening. It was 
instigated by a young woman of 
social gifts and a talent and op- 
portunity for leadership. She is 
Miss Alice Pauline Kendall, a 
teacher of dancing and elocution. 
She was prompted and abetted by 
her mother, Mrs. Eleanor Kendall. 
Mrs. Kendall and her husband 
were actors in road tompanies and 
their daughter was born on the 
road just 17 years ago. At the 
husband's death the mother de- 
cided to settle in some place where 
her daughter might be kept in 
school. As a means of livelihood 


she has taught dramatic arts and 
kindred subjects. There is mot 
much scope for such work in a 
town the size of Belleville but 
thrift and industry and persever- 
ance have brought about the ac- 
cumulation of a little property, a 
home at least, a house that has 
been adapted to the needs of the 
work. There are two stages in 
the house, one in what was a re- 
ception hall in front of which at 
a lower level an audience chamber 
has been built; the other on the 
back porch with the backyard 
serving as an outdoor seating 
space for two hundred persons. 
As the daughter has grown to 
young womanhood developing in- 
herited talents for acting, she has 
gathered about her groups of 
young persons whom she has in- 
terested in plays and acting. For 
two years now, regularly two nights 
a week, these young amateurs have 
given plays which have drawn of- 
times capacity houses willing to 
pay. a small admission charge for 
the entertainment. 
Miss Pauline has been reared un- 
der a system of strict surveillance 
but not without profiting from her 
riother’s worldly knowledge. A 
close companionship has resulted 
in the daughter’s being wiser than 
her years and the opportunity for 
self-expression and indulgence in 
make-believe of those dreams of 
recmance which often are account- 
able for the craving of youth for 
excitement, has given her a per- 
spective on life beyond her years.

effect: “It is all a matter of get- 
ting off on the right foot. Every- 
body who goes wrong has to make 
the first false step from which it 
is hard to turn back. If we get

But what Americans do not re- 
alize is the fact that, despite these 
America 
holdis the world’s record for num- 
ber of miles flown, 

Just for a moment ! will 
this article into an “ask me an- 
other.” Can any of my readers 
give within 5,000,000 miles the 
number of miles flown by planes 
in the United States iast year, ex- 
clusive of the army and navy? 
Mileage a Large Figure. 

Well, the answer is 23,310,352! 
This is a conservative estimate, be. 
cause it is easy to imagine that 
there was much flying not includ- 
ed in geports made to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

Here’s another: How many land- 
ing fields of all descriptions are 
there in the United States? The 
answer is 3806. according to fig- 
ures of the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce. This includes Fed- 
eral. municipal, commercial and 
emergency landing fields, but tt 
does not include the little cinder 
path where Clarence Chamberlin 
brings down his Bellanca’ plane 
when he taxies Charles A. Levine 
home. 

And here are a few more figures 
to give a picture of American avi- 
ation which few persons realize: 

There are about 420 flying

schools in the country, and the 
young men attracted by the _ ro- 
mance of the air ire coming to 


these schools 
numbers. 

There are more than 100 flying 
clubs in the United States, and al- 
most 100 manufacturers of aircraft 
or engines or both. 

I believe few persons realize 
that aviation already has assumed 
such important proportions here. 
and there is every reason to  be- 
lieve that with its new impetus it 
will go forward with tremendous 
force; for after all its true field of 
fast transportation of passengers 
and express has hardlv been 
touched. 

Flying Asks No Subsidy. 

We must remember that the 
commercial airlines in Efrope 
have developed under Sovernment 
subsidy, whereas here it fs devel- 
oping on its merits. And it is a 
credit to the aviation industry in 
America that it seeks no bounties. 
It is confident that its develop- 
ment can be built on the firm 
foundation of public appreciation 
of its services, 

So far the public has been a lit- 
tle slow in a, preciating those serv- 
ices, but every new means of 
transportation has that problem to 
contend with. In the early days 
of the railroad people said the 
steam cars were all right in their 
way, but they never would take 
the place of stage coach and canal 
boat. 

Likewise, predictions were made 
that the automobile would never 
seriously cut in on the natural

Under present conditions, com- 
mercial flying has certain serious 
handicaps which do not permit

At the present time the chief 
service which co mercial aviation 
has for sale is eed. In that d-. 
partment it exceeds all] other means 
of transportation, and therein lies 
its immediate future. 

In our day ‘**-~-- is certair 
encugh demand for speedly travel 
to provide a glowing prospect 
passenger air service. 

But here we come upon other 
difficulties. ~i1e cost is high, main- 
ly, Fowever, because air travel in 
this country now is almost entirely 
spasmodic—a sort of. taxi service. 
And any sort of taxi service is hich. 
Try taking a taxi from New York 
to Chicago, or hiring a_ special 
train! Or compare the taxi rate, 
for instance, from New York to 
some town in New Jersey with the 
bus fare. The taxi has a passen- 
gcr now and then, and each must 
pay his share: of the taxi’s idling 
time. But the bus, running with 
full load on regular schedule ond 
sharing overhead with other busses 
of the fleet, is able to maintain a 
low passenger rate.

sional passenger must pay for per- 
haps days of idleness. Put wil 
regular schedule service the cost 
could be reduced to a reasonable 
figure. it has been estimate@ that 
a large fleet operating on scthedn's 
over a regular route could bring 
the cost within striking distance of 
the fares charged by de luxe trains. 

Already one line is operating on 
a basis of about 11 cents a mile. 
This is the Ryan Airlines, the com- 
pany which built Col. Lindbersh’s 
plane.

Shortly, I believe, some of the 
contract air mail lines will institute 
a passene r service. This pro-ably 
will be the entering wedge for real 
air travel lines. And within re- 
cent days there have been many 
proposals for networks of passen- 
cer lines through important cities. 
Probably within a dees¢* we shall 
be able to travel by air, cheaply 
and comfortably, to «ny large city 
in the United States.

DUBLIN, Aug. 24.—The fate of 
the Ccsgrave government was at 
stake ip two by-elections in Dublin 
city’: and county today. The result 
of the elections will not be known 
until tomorrow, but whatever it is, 
it appears that a general election 
cannot be long delayed. 


If the Government is beaten in 
both constituencies where vacan- 
cies were caused by the recent as- 
sSassination of Kevin O’Higgins and 
the death of Countess Markievicz, 
it will have a minority in the Dail 
Eireann. In that event, President 
Cosgrave has announced his inten- 
tion of calling the Dail to decide 
what it will do, rather than wait 
until Oct. 11, the date fixed for 
reassembly after the Government 
won out by a single vote margin on 
a vote of nonconfidence on Aug. 16. 

Some parliamentarians, however, 
believe that whether the elections 
are won or lost by the Government, 
Cosgrave would not consent to con- 
tinue with a majority of one or two 
votes, and that therefore a general 
election is bound to come in De- 
cember or January. 

The political storm which led to 
the introduction of a motion of 
nonconfidence in the Dail Eireann 
was brought on by the decision of 
the 45 Fianna Fail Republicans, 
led by Eamon de Valera, to take 
the. oath of allegiance and their 
seats in the Dail. This augmented 
the votes of the opposition and im- 
mediately placed the Government 
in a precarious position.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 24.—A 


heated debate on “the spiritual in- 
vasion of Mexico by Yankee im- 
perialism,” marked the fourth day 
of the Mexican Regional Confedera- 
tion of Labor convention. The de- 
bate reached a climax with a de- 
mand for the dismissal of Under- 
Secretary Moises Saenz for “carry- 
ing out Protestant propaganda in 
an effort to substitute it for Cath- 
olicism in Mexico.” The demand 
was voted down. 

Vincente Lombardo Toledano, 
Secretary of Education of the Con- 
federation, declared that not only 
Protestantism but other spiritual 
systems are attempting to invade 
Mexico. In the name of the Re- 
gional Confederation he urged the 
convention to turn its protests into 
a fight against “Yankee imperial- 
ism which is trying to influence 
Mexican culture.” He added that 
‘Yankee spiritual invasion had al- 
ready succeeded in modifying the 
educational methods in Mexico 
through the partial introduction of 
the lower American culture.” 

The convention decided that the 
Regional Confederation should car- 
ry out an energetic campaign in- 
tended “to protect Mexican nation- 
ality against foreign imperialistic 
tendences seeking to modify the 
personality of Mexican peoples 
through apparently cultural or 
spiritual enterprises.”

ALWAYS CAUSED MUCH 
WORRY FOR ENGLAND 


Exile and Prison Failed to 
Weaken His Fight for 
Freedom, in Which Wife 
Aided Persistently. 


LONDON, Aug. 24.—The death 
of Zagloul Pasha, former President 
of the Egyptian Chamber of De. 

uties and Nationalist leader, was 
announced in a Cairo dispatch to 
the Exchange Telegraph Company. 


Great Britain never knew what 
to do with Zagloul Pasha. Con- 
cilation, favors, threats, exile, pri- 
son and simple neglect were all 
tried on him, and from the Eng- 
lish point of view, were all unsat- 
isfactory. 

When the British negotiated with 

m, they never got anything. 
When they sent him into exile, 
riots and sassination stirred 
Egypt. When they brought him 
back and permitted him to exer- 
cise power, he _ flouted British 
aims and again riots and assassina- 
tions worried the statesmen of 
Downing Street. 

Only when Zagloul became too 
old and ill to lead his Nationalists 
was Great Britain at ease over 
him. He was 67, but 45 years of 
work, suffering and fighting for 
the independence of his country 
had broken his health long before 
his spirit would admit it. 

Was Born in 1860. 

Born in 1860 in a little village in 
the Nile Delta, Zagloul started his 
long struggle at the age of 22 when 
he took part in the Arab rebel- 
lion. It was his only personal ven- 
ture in the field of armed strife, 
and thereafter he turned his at- 
tention to politics where he was a 
quick success. 

From 1906 to 1912. he held im- 
portant cabinet posts, but his spirit 
of independence, called by his 
enemies his domineering attitude, 
brought down upon him the Khe- 
dive’s displeasure and he was dis- 
missed. 

After the war he took ranks 
with Eamon De Valera and Mo- 
handa Ghandi as a leading insur- 
gent in the British empire. He 
turned*up in Paris to plead clo- 
quently at the peace conference for 
Egyptian independence. His elo- 
quence was of such a_ violently 
persuksive kind that he and his en. 
tire mission were arrested and sent 
into exile. 

Riots in Cairo and Alexandria 
were the result of the arrests, and 
in 1921 Zagloul was released from 
Malta to return home after a con- 
ference in London, at which he 
rejected all concessions «short of 
complete independence. 


Rearrcsted in December, 

He took up his agitation again 
and in December of the same year 
was rearrested for refusing to obey 
a military order to refrain from all 
political action. He was exiled to 
the Seychelles Islands, but the cli- 
mate nearly broke his health and 
he was transferred to Gibraltar. A 
long court fight taken to the high- 


est tribunals in the empire was 
vain, but with the abolition of 
martial law and proclamation of 


a new constitution in 
1923 he was released. 

At the first general election his 
party swept the country and he 
became Prime Minister in January, 
1924. He held office until Novem- 
ber when he refused to accept the 
British terms of reparation for the 
murder of Sir Lee Stack, Sirdar of 
the Egyptian army. But his party 
retained a majority and England 
was again worried a year ago 
when there was talk of his again 
becoming Prime Minister. 

In Semi-Retirement. 

He declined to serve, however, 
and spent the remainder of his 
life in semi-retirement. Even in 
his own country he was not with- 
out enemies. During his premier- 
ship one of these, a student, shot 
him in the arm because he feared 
the Premier was slipping from his 
extreme Nationalism, Zagloul re- 
covered and immediately held the 
last of his fruitiess conferences in 
London. 

Throughout his career he has 
been strongly aided by his wife, the 
daughter of a former Prime Min- 
ister of Egypt, and the leading 
feminist of her country.

charging the 8 cent fare, during the 
time Judge Reeve’s injunction was in 
force? Why attempt to complicate a 
situation which everyone wishes settled? 
Why attempt to hamper the work of 
the courts and the reorganizers in put- 
ting our transit system upon @ sound 
basis, with such protests and motions 
which are, on their fac& without merit? 
While protected by injunction the 
receiver collected an additional cent 
from each passenger and gave a receipt 
for the same, when requested. Those 
who did not bother to require the re- 
ceipt, and those*who did not cash them 
. after the injunction was dissolved, waiv- 
ed the return of the one cent. The 
right to collect the cent belonged to 
the passenger, and if he chose to waive 
it, what right has the State to collect 
it?

But the Worcester case, instead of im- 
plying a qualification of the Massachusetts 
rule, only illustrates its wisdom. For not 
the least commendable feature of the pru- 
dent investment rule in practice is its in- 
fluence upon the community and regulating 
bodies in securing wise and generous treat- 
ment for investment. The history of utility 
regulation and legislation in Massachusetts 
bears striking proof of the gain to capital 
as well as to consumers when rates are 
fixed on actual, prudent investment and 
not on unreal valuations, 

The Worcester case is an il!l'stration. The 
Utilities Commission did not. as alleged, 
fix the valuation of the Worcester com- 
pany at $10,000,000, nor did it establish a 
rate which would give a fair return upon 
thAt amount. Three of the Commission- 
ers made a finding that the value of the 
company, on the basis of the theory of 
valuation applied in United States Supreme 
Court decisions, was not more than $10,- 
000,000. They did not find that it was 
$10,000,000 or any other amount—simply 
that it was not more than that amount. 
The rate as fixed by the commission will 
yield a return whieh happens to be a fair 
return on $10,000,000, but was not deter- 
mined upon that basis. 

The cOmimission took as the rate base 
the prudent investment. But the Massa- 
chusetts practice does not involve a fixed, 
mechanical rate of return on aH utility 
investment. Quite the contrary. The rate 
of return upon prudent investment as a 
rate base varies with different conditions 
and factors. This iS a most important fea- 
ture of the application of the Massachu- 
setts rule. In the Worcester case the com- 
iiission was dealing with a company which 
was very efficiently and honestly managed 
ind which has plowed back into additions 
and betterments, which would have been 
properly capitalizable, some millions of dol- 
lars from earnings. Had the company dis- 
tributed all its earnings among the stock- 
holders and capitalized all expenditures for 
additions and betterments, its outstanding 
capital would probably have been twice fts 
present investment. Under these circum- 
stuneces a majority of the commission aun- 
thorized a rate of return upon prudent in- 
vestment ag a rate base considerably great.
